MUKUEKS AND ROBBERIES. 
Another horrible murder has just come to light 
near Antler Crook. On the i2th September, a 
Cyprian known as Joli.inna Maguiic, started from 
AVilliama Creek with $;iOOO in dust in her posses- 
sion, for the purpose of l)ailiii|; out lier "iu.in," 
who was in prison at the I'lirki of Qucsnclle. Slie 
reached .Vntlci- on tlie same day, iinii (letting' drunk 
there spoke of tho olijoct of her journey. The 
next morning she loft Antler and reui:lied an Imtcl 
••»en miles beyond. _ There she rested until after- 
^noon, and again continued on in company with un 
•"unknown num. Sho was never at^crwutda seen 
olive; but four dnvs subsequently, ber corpse is 
reported to have been discovered in the bushes 
near the trail, with tho throat cut from ear to ear, 
and the dust goi^e. 

A homicide was committed at Williams L ike en 
the 23d ult. A man nanuj Dun or Dave Gil- 
chriit, formerly a police ollicer in Sacramento city, 
Cal., kept a inonte table in uno of the hott'ls at 
the Lake, and, on tho evening of tlic day stated, a 
difKculty occurred between him and another fiam- 
b!er who was ai'cus.ed of picking up a "sleeper," 
or money which no one claimed, from the table. 
The amount was $10. 'i'he latter n:eut fur his re- 
.,vplT«r. ,. ,Qilobr|«tBaw his movement and quickly 
' drew and cocked his Colt's in advance of the 
other, and was about to shoot him, when a fiicnd 
grasped his arm and swung him around. 'Ihc pistol 
unfortunately went olfat the same instant, and tho 
ball czitcrcd tho forehead of a miner who was 
standing Ijy and [inased entirely through his head,- 
spattering liis brains on the floor. The poor fil- 
low lived about twcjily minutes. An attempt was 
made to arrest Gilchrist, but he again cocked his 
weapon and thrcalencd to visit any person «ho 
dared to touch him with instant death With his 
pistol pointed at the crowd, he then backed out of 
tho house and fled to the woods. The next day, 
twenty Indians, with instructions to take him dead 
or alive, wore started on his trail. The victim was 
named Gurney or Garnctt, said tu bo an Ameri' 
can ou Ilia way down from Williams Creek. An 
inquest had not been held at latest accounts. 

'The Indians have goue into the "slicking up" 
business, as they term highway robberies in 
.Australia. On the 12tli three rcdskincd rascals 
stopjied a miner near Mud Like and went tlirouyh 
his pockets, 'llie in«n, fortunately or unfortunate- 
ly, was "strapped," anil was allowed to proceed 
without injury. A foM davo thereafter a man on n 
mule was fired at by one of a ii<irty of three Indians, 
between Beaver Lake and the Korks. The Indiai s 
fired throe shots, and one ball taking ellVct in the 
calf of the white man's leg, so enraged liim thai 
^Ihe leapt from bis animal, and, seizing a club, made 
k.{at tho scamps, when they turned and incontinently 
fled into the woodi.

Victoria their r.bid- 
iag place duririgr'the conking winter.

An Act for the Regulation of the Har- 
bors of VHiicouvcr Island, 



Wherca.i, it in necesjary t» make re^jnUtionj 
for, and to prevent th"- commission of nuisances in 
the Harbors of Vancouver Island. 

lie it therefore enacted by the (jovernor, on iter 
Majesty's behalf, by and with, Xc, na lullo^YS: 
'I hc llarbririnastcr of every Harbor or I'ort in the 
Colony of Vancouver Island may and he is hereby 
required to pive directions for rcKuUting the time 
at which, and, the manner in which every vessel 
shall enter into, no out of, or be in^ur at au^* Har- 
bor, Pier, or Wharf, within tho jurisdiction of 
such Harbormaster, and the position, moorinu, 
or umuooring place of, ami removing' of every 
vessel wliiUt therein ; for removiii.i; unservice- 
able vessels, and other obslruriioiiii from the Har- 
bor, I'ier, or Wliarf, and kcepiny tiie huine clrar, 
and for rct;ulatin« the use of tires and li,(hts ivitli- 
in tho vessels in the Harbor, or in or at any I'ior 
or Wharf. 

II. Tho master nf any vessel witliin any Harbor, 
or at any I'ier 'jr Wharf, shall regulate such ves- 
sel according to the directions of the Ilaibnriuas- 
tcr, made in conformity with this Act, and anv 
master or other person In charge of any vessel, 
who, after notice of any such direction, by the 
Harbormaster served upon him, shall nut forth- 
with regulate sncli vessel acoordinz to such direc- 
tions, sliall be liable to a penally of CJI). 

III. In the event of the llarboriuaster not find- 
ing the master or ollicer in charge of any vessel 
on board to obey his instructions when the Bcrviee 
is required without delay, it shall be lawful for the 
said ilarborinaster or any persnn acting un'lcr Iii5 
authority to employ a suliioicnt number "f pet sons 
to perform the required nerviee, and to recover the 
amount of the same fruin the owner or master of 
such vessel iu a summary way before any Jusiicii 
of the Peace ; and in case of refusal or neglect of 
payment of siich charges for the space of seven 
(lays after award made, the llarburmastcr may 
levy such charges by distress and sale of said ves- 
sel, or the tackle or furniture thereof, ioid tlm 
said .Iiistice shall issue his warrant accordingly. 

IV. Every master nr person in charge of any 
vcHSL'l previously to unloading or discharging bal- 
last, coali, stoiu n, tiricks, or any louse materials, 
shall bo and is hereby required to fiialeii canvas 
or clo'.h, or a chute to tlio vessel, e.xicnding to the 
nliarf. quny, or vessel to or I'li/in mIucIi such 
ballast, coals, stonei, brick", or other luiise mii- 
terinl shall bo conveyed, so as to prevent any pait 
thereof from dropping into the IKobor, and shall 
place the saine iil Ihc distance of six feel at least 
from the edge of every Pier or Wharf on which 
the same shull be plaecd to be loaded or dis- 
uhargeil ; and in default of so doing, every such 
muster or other person shall be liable for every 
such ollence to a penalty o! X20, 

v. Every parson being the owner of, or having 
the cliargc of any tar, pitch, rosin, spirituous 
liijuors, lIi.'., or any comljustible thiiij;s which 
shall 1)0 un .my quiiy or «liarf, or on any vessel 
witliin any baihor, or at or near any wharf or iiier, 
tliall cause the same lo he removed lo a place of 
safely, or otherwise secnruil, or rendered safe with- 
in two hours after being required so to do by iintico 
iu writing, Binned by tho lUrlnir Master; and if lio 
f.iil so to do, shall be liable lo a ncnally of Five 
rounds fi'T every hour such eoinbnsiiblo lhin;< 
shall remain in such pluco after the cspiratimi of 
two hours from tho serviiie bf such notice. 

VI. Kvcry person who shall throw or put any 
biiUasI, earth, stones, aslies, rnbbisli, or other 
material into any harbor, nr shall knowin|.:ly per- 
mit the mmo to bo. so thrown or pul, sball be liable 
to ti penalty of XoU for every such ollence ; and on 
such olVcnec being provcil, one half of ihc said 
penally may, at the discretion of the Justice ucforr 
whom tho complaint shall bo luaJe, be paid to tlic 
informer or informers thnrcof. 

VII. If any person siiall remove, nr wilfully, or 
through nngligeneo injure or destroy any buoy, 
lieacoii, land or sc i mark ui«d for tho coUTenience 
of navigation, ho shall fur every <uch uflouce be 
liable to a penalty of £'2t), 

VIII. No Master, or other person in charge of 
any vessel in any harbor, shall tire ur cause tu be 
fired, any cannuu or Kun without the permission 
of the said Harbor Matter, excepting steamers 
employed for tho carriage of passengers, ships be- 
longing to Her Majesty, or to Ihe government of 
any foreign nation; and any person so offcndinj,- 
shall be liable tu a penalty of £9. 

IX. . All lines and penalties imposed by this 
Act may bo recovered in a summary manner before 
any Justice of tho Poaoo. 

X. This .\ct may bo cited as tho Harbor Regu- 
lation Act, 1862. 



[Prom the British Columbian ol Oct. 4th ) 
Public Meeting at New Weatmineter to 
send a Delegate to England. 

Pursuant to a reaulsllion from the people a pub- 
lic meeting was called by tho Mayor on Tuesday 
evening at the "Hyack Hall," for tho purpose of 
appointiut; a delegate lo represent our grievances, 
and promote our general interests at homo. The 
attendance was large and rcsprctable, and the ut- 
most unanimily iiud (iood feeling characterised the 
]irocceding:i ILrou^'hoiK. The Mayor having 
stated the olijectuf the meeting, ciillcti upon tho 
people to ajipoint a Chairman, wlirreiiiiun Mr. 
Armstrong was unanimously voted the Chair, anil 
Mr. Hall eoiisenling to act as Seurclary, the buji- 
11083 of the evening commenced by the Chairman 
niakini; a few pertinent remarks, after which the 
following resolutions were passed seriatim: 

Moved by Mr. llomor, seeiindcd by Jlr. Win. 
.lohnsl inc, That in the absence of any properly 
organized Uoternnicnl for this Coloiiy, and in 
view of the lacis that Iho rights of the people 
have been igiiorcl, and the best interests of the 
Colony s.icriiiced, it is incuinbcnl upon us lu send 
a delegate to England to repiencnt our grievances, 
and obtain for us those inslitulinns which ire the 
common birthright of every British subject. 

Moved by Mr. llolbrook, acooudcd by Mr. Cor- 
raack, and JtcaoloeU, That this mcetirig believe 
that tho lion. M. Cameron, who is now amongst 
us, is pre-eminently (|ualilled to promote our in- 
terests at houie, and wc hereby solicit his valu- 
able services, and appoint him as our delegate to 
England, for the purpose of urging our rights in 
accordance with the spirit of our previous poti- 
lions, ineinurials and remonstrances. 

Moved by Mr. Itamage, seeonded by Mr. Cor- 
inaek, and liesoU'vtl, that Messrs. Ilobson ami 
Hall ba appuinled a Committee to prepare an ad- 
dress forthwith for presentation to the Hon. M. 
Cameron, and that Messrs. llolbrook and Homer 
be a dupulation to wait npon that gentleman and 
invite him to this meeting. 

Tho following address was prepared, submitted 
lo the nueiing, and unaniuiously adopted : 
fo i/td llun. Malcolm Cameron, 

.Sin, — Your visit to this infant Colony has af- 
forded us nruch satisfaction, evincing as it does a 
deep interest in Ihe rise and progress of Ihe coun- 
try; and wo trust Iho sojourn amongst us of one 
possessing so iniiih practical Colonial experience, 
may be iiruihiciivu of perinancnl good, in directing 
and encir.u aging ilisse who, having been thrown 
liurriuJly t.igctlicr from various portions of the 
IJrilisli DoniiuioiiB, are sliiiagling to build up a 
Colony on the shores of Iho I'neilic. 

Vou have doubtless long since learned that 
there can lie neither eoiitentinent nor any cmi- 
liiiler-ble ilcgnc of pnisperily in a Colony tlesli- 
tute ol those liberal furms of Government so fully 
recuguiited, und almost uniTcrsully enjoTcd at the 
present day by the descendants of lititons, but 
which have been systematically denied to us. 

Weil assured u( the high abilities you possess to 
discharge succesiifully the duties of a rcprescnta- 
livu, both from ycnir e.xpei ience in rublic life and 
your iiiiiniate :ii iinaintance willi iiilluciitial pub- 
lic men in I'jp^l.tikl, we are dcsirtiiis lo tccureyonr 
services in .mu Ii Ciipacily, to represoiU our position 
and circiiinst.incos to llie Imperial unlhorilics ; that 
you may ur';c upon the Colonial Mir.i-ter tho 
necessily ul iiniuedialcly ap|ioinliiig a resident 
Governor of t.Ucnt and e.tperiense, free from all 
cunllicting personal interests, surrounded by mon 
from among nnrselvcs, ducted by the people, who 
will work out a system of Government more truly 
ISrili^h, and better soiled to the state, habits auil 
feelings of the .\nglo IHaxoii race, and analogous 
lo those now so hippily working in our sister Col- 
onics in Iho East, wliieli have been found at once 
to pioniole the happiness of the people, dcvelope 
the resources of Iho Colonies, and cement and 
pcrpeluatc their loyijlty and attachment to the 
liritish Crown. 

Should you lind it convenient to meet our 
wishes, you will secure tlie lasting gratitude of a 
struggling and energetic but oppressed people ; 
and in lecuring to the liritish Crown the fealty of 
many loyal subjects, you will be iuslrumeutul in 
building up a country that will yet do honor to the 
British name.

The lion. M. Cameron was introduced nt this 
stago of the proccedinga by the Mayor and Mr 
Homer, ami the address reail and presented to him 
by Mr. Hull, lo which the lion, gentleman replied 
in a biiol speech, ot which the following is a sum- 
mary : 

",^lr. Cli iirpian and (Icutlemen :— I have re- 
ceived yiim veiy ll.ittering address, in whieli my 
.ahilitiea arc ovcrrateil, and I fear iiiy iniiuencc too 
highly estimaied. Hut lor the hand of death 
r.-ceiilly laid ou one — 1 might say the noblest of 
earth's honored ones — whom 1 nail tho high honor 
to call/nV;i(f, I could have lioin d in Englancl lo 
have had strung inUucuco. I allude to Major (ien. 
liruco. I and all Canada can now but mourn tho 
loss of our best and warmest friend, whose mortal 
remains now lio ia the Tault of Iho Abbey Church 
of Uumfcrmlinc. Tliruugli liim, however, I have 
aequaintancc with the Colonial Minister, and will 
for his sake, no doubt, be courteously received up- 
on whatever mission I may be sent. And, there- 
fore, while I tcel lliat 1 do not dc.iertc the com- 
pliments you pay my abilities and iuiincDco, yet, 
feeling that 1 have the will and energy to pleail 
for and jircas such just e.xpectaiions as yourn, I 
accept Ihe inipiirtaiit mission, and shall do all I 
can do I'nlfil it tailhfuUy, siitislicd thai if I succeed, 
the development of the mineral, commercial auil 
agricultural wealth of British Columbia will well 
reward my ctforts. I have upon other occasions 
expressed tho high opinion I entertain of the 
ability and character of your Governor. Hut oven 
were he an angel from he.iven he would require to 
ba ail onini|)iesent one in order to be iiilornicd 
correctly uf every detail in every departinent in 
this Uu;^e Coliiny. It bus been salislactorily de- 
monstrated tluil representative government is the 
best suited lo any enlightened people. You hare 
in your address very properly alluded to the happy 
ell'ocls of such Uuveriimeiit' in the Kastern Col- 
onics. IJetore we had Kesponsible Oovernnient in 
Canada, the burden of every song wjs the note 
sounded the other day in one of the papers ou the 
neighburiug Island: the absurdity uf having 
our affairs managed by a British Minister 
thousands of miles away. 

Tlic peojilB are best able to manage their own 
affairs Tliey know what they want ; and, under 
rciponsilde govarnnient, if anything goes wrong 
llicy have tlio remedy in tucir own iiaiids. They 
elect their representatives, and they can turn them 
out if they do wrriiii: ; und iliiis all cauiO of dis- 
content and complaint against tlie Imiieriil Gor- 
ernmeiit is reiiiuvcJ ; and, rcceiviii.5 only uialer- 
nal succor and synipalhy lioin lioine, the Colonial 
heart is drawn eul in loyal all'eelioii to our (iuecn. 
There is un old saying that in a dcHpoiiiin there is 
but one patriot. \Vlii,revcr tho sphere of hnnian 
.iction is artificially circnmscrilied, tl'.e mind is 
nai rowed and dwaifcd, and the moral capacities 
stunted. While, on the other hand, the system of 
seir-goveriiment is a school or course of mental 
training in .vhich all our noblest powers arc de- 
veluped and ni.ilnred. The food of feeling is ac- 
tion. Even doineatie nffcclion lives on voluntarj 
good olliccu. The mind us well as tho body must 
bj exercised in order to attuin and maintain full 
vigor and stiength. U may be objected thai 
the popnlaiicn of llrilish Columbia is too small 
yet tu entitle v^m to representative instilutions, 
lUit huik at yiuir revenue ! I care not if your 
population were not half whnt it is ; you raise a 
revenue of nearly half a million dollars, which is 
the best title lu self-government a Colony can 
possess. With a resident Governor and a liberal 
system of government you could make suitable 
I'ostal arrangements, you could give free grants 
01 land to actual settlers, and thus sccnro a rural 
population, without which no country can be great 
or strong ; you could remodel your tariff, mature 
your great ro^jd-systcm, and, by fostering com- 
,f,prce, have ready and prottlablo access to the 
market of the world ; you could ni.ilei iiilly aid in 
lb" e.ttcnsion con:plclion of the iiitcr-cobmiul 
r;^lway, and thereby secure Iho carrying Ir.ide of 
the ''^''^ beniis(|,iicre.4. lu cunelusiiui, 1 iignin thank 
yuu for tin; address and tlio eonlidcnce reposed in 
one wlio is almost a stranger lo many of yon ; anil 
I shall be rejoiced if, in my liumble endeavors 10 
promote your views and iutercstn, I may bo but 
instrumental in Ihc development of tho vast re- 
sources which I feel assured you poasesa, and 
which yon only want the opportunity to turn to 
good nccounl." 

During the delivery of tho address, of which the 
abore is a very iinpertect fikctch from memory, tho 
honorable gentleman was repeatedly and enthusi- 
astically applauded. The following resolutioui 
werr then passed ; 

Movcil by Mr. Win. Clarkson, seeondcd by Mr. 
T. W, Graham, and licsolvtd, that a coinmiltce 
consisting of Messrs. llolbrook. Homer, and Arm- 
strong, bo appointed, with power lo add to their 
number, lor tlic purpuso of procuring funds to de- 
fray the expenses of this movonient. 

Moved by Mr, H'lbson, seoonded by Mr. A 
White, and /(ciu/eeif, that Messrs. llolbrook, Cor- 
mack, lloiiier, Armstrong', Clarkson, Hull, and the 
mover, be appointed a eonimitlee to prepare i»- 
slruclions and alforil any desirable inforinatiun to 
the Hon. M. Cameron.

T'he Mayor has 
adopted a strange method indeed of guarding the 
interests of the community, and efticicutly and 
fiiithfully discharging the duties of the oilice he 
has sworn tu do, in sacriiioing public duty to Iho 
gratiftcalion of personal revenge. 

There appears to be something not very victo- 
rious in the fact that the Mayor, said to bo so very 
popular, should not be able to command a majori- 
ty in the Council, notwithstandinK tho strenuous 
exertions made by his jiartv ; and I rejoice in this 
opportuniiy of tbankiiig Councillors Eeid, Cop- 
laud and Seurby for their unwavering support. I 
would ask. in all fairness, why such a corrupt and 
un-Knglish system of balloting is allowed to be 
perpetrated in this (/olony ?
